In the Applicant's response mailed July 28, 2006 to the non-final office action mailed on 
May 5, 2006, the Applicant amended claim 14 to recite "The sealant tool of Claim 1, wherein the 
sealant tool is without a cutting edge," However, the reasons for rejection for claim 14 in the final 
office action mailed October 6, 2006 related to the limitations of claim 14 as originally filed, and 
not as amended in the response mailed July 28, 2006. 

Based on this apparent confusion, an Examiner interview was conducted on November 28, 
2006. During the interview, the Applicant's representative further pointed out that the cited 

references in the final office action, Julien (U.S. Patent No. 6,293020) and Amett (U.S. Design 
Patent DE 3 1965), refer to cutting instruments and a knife, respectively. Thus, they both include a 
cutting edge. The Examiner concurred that the rejection of claim 14 was incorrect, based on the 
provided reasons for its rejection. The Examiner further recommended that the Applicant submit an 
interview summary, and that the Examiner would retract the final office action.
